The plain-speaking prime min­ 
ister. with President Roosevelt's 
special representative. Harry Hop­ 
kins, at his aide, told the Glasgow 
city councilors in an unheralded 
speech last night that Britain has 
enough fighting men of her own 
to "hold the front line of civilisa­ 
tion” with American aid in credits 
and supplies. 
Introduces Hopkins 
But be warned bluntly that “be­ 
fore us lie suffering and tribula­ 
tions” along the hard road to ulti­ 
mate victory.

cooking preparations. 
Served with a crisp ereen salad 
and a nice dessert, you have a

Smothered 
beef 
Is 
easily 
pre­ 
pared and it is a swell tLah for this 
time of year. 
Dredge three pounds .um p with 
flour mixed with salt and pepper 
and brown It in a heavy pan. 
Brown three large sliced onions 
in three tablespoons fat. add two 
tablespoons 
mild 
prepared 
mus­ 
tard, teaspoon celery seed and one 
cup 
strained 
tomatoes 
or 
one- 
half can condensed tom ato soup. 
Pour 
this 
sauce over the meat 
and simmer for three hours or 
more. 
Braised Ox-Tail 
Braised ox-tall is both popular 
and economical. Get one ox-tail 
and cut In two inch pieces, saute 
pieces in two tablespoons fa t Add 
two small onion slices, one car. 
rot and one tablespoon chopped 
celery and brown all together. 
Sprinkle 
with 
two tablespoons 
flour browned. Add one cup hot 
wster, one cup tomatoes, three bay- 
leaves, three 
whole clovee, salt 
and pepper. Put into a casserole 
and cook slowly (360 degrees F.) 
until the meat falls away from the 
bones. 
Since most one-meal or casser­ 
ole dishes are for several servings, 
we thought It a good idea to insert 
a dish designed for two servings. 
Select an eggplant, slice in me­ 
dium-thin slices and drain for an 
bour after salting.

ing. 
Serve a hot pot and defy the 
most blustery of winter weather.

Slice four onions thin. Mix one and 
one-half teaspoons salt, teaspoon 
pepper and one tablespoon flour 
and roll each piece of meat lo the 
mixture.

Declares Nazis Would Seize 


South American Bases 


lf Britain Yields 


By Th* A mot ie, ed Prr*a. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 18—Secre­ 
tary of Navy Knox said Friday 
that 
Germany 
would 
ultimately 
and inevitably would Belie terri­ 
tory and bases In South America, 
if she defeats Great Britain, and 
like 
Secretary 
Stimson 
he 
ex­ 
pressed fear that a grave crisis 
will develop in the European war 
in the next 60 or 90 days. 
To 
prevent 
a 
British 
defeat, 
both urged the .house foreign af­ 
fairs committee to approve the ad­ 
m inistration's bill authorising Pres­ 
ident Roosevelt to lease, lend or 
transfer 
American-made 
fighting 
materials to the nations battling 
the Axis. 
‘Pressure Grows Greater' 
Knox said in response to ques­ 
tions that his fears of a crisis 
in 60 or 90 days are speculation, 
purely. 
But, he added, the “pres­ 
sure” upon Great Britain is grow­ 
ing "greater and greater.” When 
Rep. Jonkman 
VR) of Michigan 
asked 
the exact nature of the 
crisis, Knox replied simply: 
A crisis in which the defeat of 
Great Britain is imminent.” 
Knox told the committee that 
the United States navy would be 
outnumbered heavily by the fleets 
of the Axis powers lf British sea- 
power should be destroyed. 
The navy probably will commis­ 
sion IOO new fighting ships in the 
next two years, he said, but dur­ 
ing the same period 304 new units 
will be swelling the Axis forces. 
The United States needs time 
to perfect its defenses, Knox said 
In his prepared statem ent, remind­ 
ing the committee that the two- 
ocean navy construction program 
now under way will take six years 
to complete. 
"Only Britain and its fleet can 
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give us that time. And they need 
our help to survive.” 
Knox presented figures showing 
that the United States fleet had 
322 fighting ships Jan. I, compared 
with an estim ated 658 in the navies 
of Germany, Italy and Japan. 
By next January, he said, the 
figures 
will be: 
United 
States, 
342; Axis powers, 803. 
For Jan. I, 1943, he rated com­ 
parative strengths: United States 
422; Axis powers 962. 
Throughout the three-year period 
the figures show the United States 
outnumbered In every fleet cate­ 
gory 
from 
battleships 
to 
sub­ 
marines. 
Knox forecast the great­ 
est increase in Axis utrength in 
submarines. 
He places their pres­ 
ent undersea fleet at 284 and esti­ 
mates they will have 500 by 1943. 
Cites South American Danger 
Knox said that if the United 
States “does not wish to face the 
consequences of the establishment 
in South America of aggressive 
military power, we now should pre­ 
vent Germany 
from overturning 
the British sea power which holds 
the Nazis in Europe. 
“If Germany becomes free to 
move across the ocean for the con­ 
quest of new territories,” he con­ 
tinued. “she m ost probably will 
move first into South America to 
get bold of th at great storehouse 
of national wealth.” 
It is only by the combined sea 
power of the United States and 
Great Britain, Knox said, that the 
Atlantic and Pacific have “served 
as barriers against the acquisitive 
designs of aggressive pow ers” 
For 125 years, he asserted, Brit­ 
ish nasal power has not threatened 
the UuUeO1 mates."- 
• 
British Support Recognixed 
This government proclaimed the 
Monroe Doctrine in 1823 to keep 
the new world from being con- 
qnered by the holy alliance, he said 
and added: “We were successful 
in maintaining that doctrine only 
because of the support of Great 
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Britain, whose overwhelming fleet 
could prevent overseas aggression 
from Europe.” 
He said that full organization of 
American resources would permit 
help to Britain and at the same 
time preparation of strong Amer­ 
ican defenses. 
The present war, Knox contend­ 
ed, Is "fundamentally, an attem pt 
by Germany to seize control of tho 
se a from Great Britain.” 
He said that since the World 
war the United States has main­ 
tained “a one-ocean navy In the 
Pacific and that Navy h is proved 
adequate in both directions only 
because the existence and the de­ 
ployment of the British navy gave 
us security In the Atlantic.” 
Six Years Needed 
“In effect,” he continued, “both 
we and the British Commonwealth 
of Nations actually have bad a two- 
ocean navy, operated for a aingle 
peaceful purpose.” 
“We still have a one-ocean navy. 
W e are building a two-ocean navy, 
but its structnre will not be com­ 
pleted for six years. 
We need to 
complete that structure as fast aa 
we can because the other part of 
our two-ocean navy is now in grays 
danger. 
“The British navy can survive 
only lf the British Isles survive. 
“Once we lose the power to con­ 
trol even a part of those seas (sur­ 
rounding the hemisphere), inevlt 
ably the wars of Europe and Asia 
will be transferred to the Ameri­ 
cas.” 
The question of w hether aid-to- 
Britain should, if necessary, in­ 


clude more of the U. S. navy’s fight­ 
ing ships assumed the proportions 
of a major issue today in the house 
hearings. 
The committee plans to explore 
all the naval aspects of the lease- 
lend measure. 
Stimson, who urged passage of 
the bill speedily In the interests 
of 
national 
defense, 
counselled 
against any 
amendment 
which 
would outlaw aid In terms of war­ 
ships. 
“I can foresee conditions,” he 
told the committee earnestly, “un­ 
der which the navy could be trans­ 
ferred under conditions very ad­ 
vantageous.” 
This opinion Is at odds with the 
known views of Secretary Knox 
who only last week asserted flat­ 
ly that “no more destroyers ran 
be detached from the fleet without 
seriously Impairing Its efficiency.”

The East Liverpool committee 
meanwhile is planning to intensify 
its campaign here, following an ap­ 
peal from Mr. Vanderbilt, honorary 
chairman, who said that surgical 
and other medical equipment is 
needed urgently in the war-stricken 
country.

'T'HE British explanation that Its only war aim Is 
* 
to win the war—that post-war bridges can ba 
crossed when reached—carries no conviction In the 
United States, lf this country had believed when 
events were goading it into Europe’s other war 26 
years ago that tbera was no possibility of conti­ 
nental reorganisation afterward, its participation 
might hava been postponed with fateful results. 
In .fact, the only good thing about Britain'* 
failure to define it* war aims ie its apparent candor; 
having no plan of post-war reconstruction, it doesn’t 
pretend to have any. It seems to have left planning 
to Germany. W hlla there has been no formal an­ 
nouncement of what would happen to Europe lf the 
Nasls believed that there would be an arrangement 
of vassal states dominated by the greater reich that 
fills all of H itler's dream. Germany plainly is fight­ 
ing with something besides the end of the fighting 
in mind. 
The result of Nasi victory wouldn’t ba federation, 
th* thing that intriguts the fancies of designers for 
democracy, but domination, which ie the favorite 
dream of th* Aryan breast-beaters. In their vision 
the result would be the seme; it seems not to 
occur to them that method m ust be assigned just 
ae mach importance aa objective in any attem pt to 
bring about a more orderly society, or that by choos­ 
ing violence they have denied themselves forever 
the satisfaction of being able to apeak of orderliness 
aa something they honestly went to achieve. 
In the United Btatee there m ust be, sooner or 
inter, a definitive answer to the question of what 
it la thla country la helping Great Britain to do— 
what it is the United States would go to war to 
protect in a showdown. Certainly by no stretch of 
the imagination la this country willing t4> make 
sacrifice merely to revive the pre-war organisation 
of Europe th at mad* war inevitable by making it 
asem to be the only escape from unbearable eco­ 
nomic and eoclal dilemma*. 


How Far Have We Come? 


a LL foreign policy dangers will be minimised lf 
the people know what their government is do­ 
ing. 
Insofar aa It ic possible, without hindering 
what needs to be done, the principle of government 
by ooneent mnst be upheld. 
It cannot ba said that th* government bas Dean 
completely candid ap to thie point. 
However, ex 
cept for those who etui think the way to deal with 
an attempt to create a totalitarian world is to ignore 
it and it will go away, neither can it be said that 
any damage bai been done to the principle of con­ 
sent by the governed. 
The United States openly bae ceased to be a 
neutral and baa become a non-belligerent, allied 
with Greet Britain. 
It la pledged by the publlo 
statements of lls chief executive to help Great Brit­ 
ain keep Germany and whatever effectual allies it 
may make from creating th* circumstances of totali­ 
tarian supremacy. 
The circumstance! would be, 
of course, th* collapse of armed resistance to th* 
totalitarian power*; I.*., th* defeat of Great Brit­ 
ain, Greece, and, for th* present, China. 
The pledge of assistance implies that lf and when 
it ever becomes necessary, th* United 3tat*e will 
become a belligerent. 
The Implication la more 
clearly evident abroad than it is at home. 
Th* plain and Inescapable tact is ald to Britain 
will bs in th* form of a gift, no m atter whet it’s 
called. Th* people should be encouraged to under­ 
stand why this la so. 
They should be encouraged 
to understand at th* same time that th* United 
States ie not aiding Britain because it loves the 
British overwhelmingly, but wholly for its own eel 
fish purposes. Only by prolonging British resistance 
can this country gain time to prepare itself for 
what Inevitably it going to ba a showdown with the 
totalitarian bloc that avowedly seeks its destruc­ 
tion. 
Ald to Britain is not sentim ental; It is as 
cold-blooded and realistic as giving a traffic cop a 
Christmas present. 
It’s only because th* American 
people 
seem 
ashamed 
to 
do 
anything 
unless 
prompted by sentim entality that the hard facts of 
the case are being concealed. 
Th* government should unveil them and talk to 
the people Ilk* a Dutch uncle. 
The President has 
made a good start, but perhaps th* job Should be 
turned over to someone with a harsher voice, like 
Gen. Hugh Johnson. 


On The Record 


Congress Should Conduct Its British Aid Inquiry 


Carefully In Order ‘To Generate Light, Not Heat’

T 
HE protection of the democratic 
process demands more than 
allegiance to Its outer forms; it 
demands tbs strictest loyalty to 
it* inner purposes, lest we "re­ 
double our teal as we lose sight 
of our alms." 
Indications of degeneration are 
there when the forms and habits 
fall to fulfill the function for which 
they were designed; when, for in­ 
stance, the law, through its in­ 
finite 
complications 
and 
pedan­ 
tries become* an Instrument for 
covering 
rather 
than 
publishing 
crim*; or free speech becomes dis­ 
torted into a weapon of blackmail 
and Intimidation; or free assembly 
becomes a mean* of organising 
open 
conspiracies 
against 
the 
structure end purpose of th* stat*. 
This holds, also, for the pro­ 
cesses of government Itself. All 
over the world, the party system, 
which grew up as one instrum ent 
of democracy, has been carried to 
such lengths of partisanship that 
it has contributed to the wrecking 
of democracy. 
T hat was true in Germany, under 
the republic. That was true In Italy 
before Fascism; that was true in 
France, and wee a factor contri­ 
buting to her collapse. 
President Washington 
was 
so 
afraid of It, that he hoped never to 
see a party system emerge in our 
democracy. 
He 
was 
particularly 
afraid of it during times of Inter­ 
national 
disturbance 
and 
crisis, 
such as that of his second admin­ 
istration, and the famous Fare­ 
well Address Is almost wholly de­ 
voted to th* dangers to a republic 
arising from the disease of faction. 
The first instinct, therefore, of a 
threatened 
republic—lf 
th* 
In­ 
stincts have remained sound—-Is to 
abandon party strife In time of 
emergency and create government* 
of national concentration with uni­ 
fied command. 
T 
HE American Constitution bas 
excited th* admiration of the 
exceptional strength that It gives 
to th* Executive In dealing with 
foreign affairs and emsrgency sit­ 
uations—which makes him. for In­ 
stance, th* commander-ln chlef of 
th* army and navy and which se­ 
cures his office for e fixed tenure 
of years against the moods and 
changes of the legislative body 
and against the Inevitable faction­ 
alism of that body. 
It is this feature of the Constitu­ 
tion as much as any that bas en­ 
abled us time and again In our his­ 
tory to achieve a necessary con­ 
centration of authority without vio­ 
lating or circumventing the Con­ 
stitution and which has assured 
us a more perfect continuity of 
historical development than that 
of any other republic except, per­ 
haps, the Swiss. 
And again. In all th* minor func­ 
tions of government, a clear con 
cept of purposes Is a guide against 
pitfalls. 
This hold* for legislate* hear­ 
ings. The purpose of holding hear­ 
ings Is to afford a means whereby 
th* members of congress may re­ 
ceive facts and information which 
will help them to frame Intelligent 
legislation. 
It Ie a purpose, however, which 
has often been completely or parti­ 
ally 
ignored. 
The 
congressional 
hearing has become in our daya 
an lnatrument whereby interested 
groups are afforded a rostrum from 
which to m ike partisan speeches 
and a means of pillorying and in­ 
timidating 
groups 
and 
persons 
whose public prosecution—without 


benefit of counsel, and with the 
exclusion of all the rules of evi­ 
dence—Is a means of furnishing 
the public with a confirmation of 
current prejudices. 
These thoughts ar* induced by 
the bearings on the lend-lease bill 
now In progress. Certainly the con­ 
gress is justified In giving this 
bill their most earnest considera­ 
tion. But the object of the hearing 
ie to produce light and clarity, not 
to furnish a platform for a eon- 
fusing public debate in which par­ 
tisanship and acrimony can 
be 
stirred up In th* face of th* world 
to the delight of those foreign na­ 
tion! who wish nothing more than 
confusion 
and division 
in 
this 
country (or tber own purposes. 
I 
T Is fitting and proper that the 
congress should beer those who 
are 
unquestionably 
qualified 
to 
testify on 
constitutional m atters 
and regarding the state of the 
world at thl* time. 
It is well that the committee 
should hear the secretary of state, 
the representatives of the depart­ 
ments of war and navy and outside 
cklsens whose views are worthy 
of consideration because they pos­ 
sess some special information and 
knowledge. 
In this class fall, naturally, such 
diplomatic representatives as ere 
available in this country. 
But her* again the committee 
should take account of th* wisdom 
of discretion. It would seam that 
Mr. Hull, as secretary of stat* and 
th* recipient of th* reports of all 
of hie ambassadors and as ulti­ 
mately responsible for them, were 
alone qualified to speak for bls 
department. 
The congressional hearings take 
place under the eyes and ears of 
all th* world, and a world that 
keeps the utmost secrecy and dis­ 
cretion regarding Its own moves 
vtss-vis 
other 
powers. 
If 
Mr. 
Bullitt end Mr. Kennedy are to 
testify in discreet matter* it were 
well that they testified In camera, 
except 
for an 
additional 
unfor­ 
tunate 
feet 
of experience, 
that 
there is no such thing as testimony 
lo camera in the present state of 
this republic. 
For no sooner ar* the hearings 
over than some senator or con­ 
gressman rushes out to spill to the 
press his own version of th# testi­ 
mony and oftan in a seriously 
garbled form. accompanied by bis 
own p artisan s flavored comments. 
This happened In connection with 
the hearing in January. 1939, when 
the 
W ashington 
correspondsnta 
were all able to bring versions of 
en "unprecedented secret meeting," 
according to the prejudices of the 
particular persons who broke the 
eeorecy.

One Down, One Up 
ATE8T engagement in the contest between war­ 
ships and airplanes must be scored es a draw. 
Actually, it looks Ilk* a triumph for airplanes. 
While most of the newspaper-reading world was 
brining to the belatedly released story of the air­ 
craft carrier Illustrious staying afloat under a seven, 
hour attack by German dive bombers sent to the 
Mediterranean to save Italy, Great Britain was an­ 
nouncing quietly that the cruiser Southhampton bad 
to he scuttled when the dive bombers were through 
with IL 
Undoubtedly there are men in th* British navy 
who now know the answer to th* question of whether 
or not airplanes have made warships obsolete. They 
are not free to speak now, but lf they could speak 
tkey probably would h a rt something of extrema im­ 
portance to eay about the fact the Illustrious was 
lucky to stay afloat and probably won’t ba of much 
use till repaired. * 
In view of what la known about the damage 
planes have been Bbls to do to surface ships— 
damage admitted by the British whose security is 
IM to their fleet—it looks as though a given nam 
ber of ably maneuvered planes alway* could put a 
warship completely out of commission with a little 
luck and Impair Ha usefulness seriously with scarce- 
hr any luck at alL 


T 
HIS is th* story of whet la 
probably the greatest cleading 
and pressing establishment In th* 
world. It can handle 40,000 pieces 
a day—pieces of paper, not coats, 
pants nor dresses. 
The phenomenal thing about it 
is that Milady never donned a 
gown more valuable nor a frock 
more fragile than soma of the 
scraps of paper which National 
Archives cleans, presses end puts 
into files every day. 
Here are th* priceless document* 
of 
American 
history, from 
th* 
Versailles treaty right on back to 
the Revolutionary war alliance with 
France, the hand-inscribed minutes 
of the Continental congree*, and 
the treaty with England which rec­ 
ognised the independence of th* 
United Stets*. 
National Archives is less than 
IO years old. but already IU offi­ 
cials kick ilk# steer* when Mae- 
one trie* to pour an avalanche of 
records into their file* (ae for ex­ 
ample when the war department 
recently hinted that It might send 
over the records of the 1917-11 
drafts). 
Although 
the 
building 
covers a generous city block, it 
soon will be crammed to its raft­ 
ers with Invaluable papers which 
hava made American history. 
T 
HE archivists measure filing in 
hundreds of thousands of cubic 
feet end bother with nothing in 
between. Thus, in 1930. when the 
most accurate survey was made, 
they figured that without records 
of the legislative (which would 
go to the Library of Congress) 
and Judicial branches of govern­ 
ment, 3.700 cubic feet Of filing 
space was needed and that the 
records were increasing at the 
rate of 200.000 cubic feet a year 
They reckoned without the New 
Deal. 
Since advent of the present ad 
ministration, from the copyright 
on the Biu* Eagle (remember?) 
to the wax recording of President 
Roosevelt’s latest "fireside chat”, 
there undoubtedly have been plied 
up more records then la the whole 
history of government before the 
World war. If you have any doubts 
shoat that, chack It with Archivist

chives is chief of repair and pres­ 
ervation. Kimberley knew that in 
order to flatten th* creases in old 
paper (or new, for that m atter) 
it is necessary to dampen IL He 
also knew that modern inks and 
paper wouldn't take a 
wetting. 
He was pondering this problem 
when be was called out to an 
Ohio river valley town to save 
some bank records that had been 
In a flood.

OR once In a lifetime, Ameri­ 
can railroads aren't complain­ 
ing. They are among the busi­ 
nesses profiting most noticeably 
from the current business boom. 
which bas been most pronounced 
In the socalled heavy Industries. 
Most products of beety Industries 
cannot be trsn-iported by truck, 
boat or other competitors of the 
railroads. 
In 
1940, the Class I 
railroads 
of the United States had a net 
operating Income, 
before deduc­ 
tions for fixed charges, of $650,- 
000.000. 
The 
1939 
figure 
was 
9669.000.000. 
After paying their fixed charges 
last year, the roads reported a net 
income of 9165.000,000. as compared 
with 
only $93,000,000 In 1939. 
Th* 1940 figure, gratifying as it 
may seem now, however. Ie a far 
cry 
from the 9524,000,000 which 
Class 
I 
railroads 
earned 
after 
paying fixed cba-ges lo 1930. 
Roads representing almost one 
third of th* total milage in the 
United States are still In receiver­ 
ship, 
but for the first time in 
almost a decade there ie a lull in 
th* talk about turning over the 
railroad industry lock, stock and 
barrel to the government. 
The pickup in prospects is re­ 
flected in th# prices of low-grade 
rail bonds. Erie general lien 4 
percent bonds Issued in 1896 ar* 
selling a 46 ae against 22 a year 
ago—and Erie is lo receivership 
F 
EARS are expressed occasion­ 
ally that the current boom may 
uncover a shortage in freight cars. 
Th* interstate commerce commis­ 
sion points out In Its annual re­ 
port for 1940 that in every year 
from 1929 to 1939 the railroads 
retired from Derries more care 
than were added. 
The roads report, howtver, that 
on Oct. I they bad 61,600 more cere 
available for service than they 
had the preceding year on the 
same date. Im? rovement in rail­ 
road technique makes use of cars 
more efficient than it was a de­ 
cade ago. 
The interstate commerce com­ 
mission points out in its annual 
report that today it enjoys powers 
of control over railroad traffic 
which it did not enjoy in 1917-18 
when, with the United States at 
war, the government was forced to 
take over and operate the rail­ 
roads. 
The ICC’s present power* to 
regulate traffic so ae to avoid 
congestion can be evoked when­ 
ever an emergency exists. 
In 1917-18. with multitudes of 
American soldiers in France and 
with war lnduitrlea more com­ 
pletely concentrated 
along 
the 
aastarn seaboard than in 
1941, 
freight care piled ap by th* tens 


of thousands in eastern terminals. 
In many cases they could not be 
unloaded simply because facilities 
were lacking to take cere of the 
loads In the factories and 
the 
warehouses to which the loads 
were destined. It was estimated 
at one time that 300,000 cars were 
standing idle w ilting to be un­ 
loaded. Naturally, they took up 
so much trackage that some new 
freight loads enroute could not ba 
taken care of

HE historic relchftag fir* trial 
In which Georgl Dimitrov, now 
head of th* comintern in Moscow, 
performed the role of a hero by 
defying his Nesi accusers In open 
court, wee play-acting on th* part 
of the Communists as well as th* 
Nails, according to Jan Valtin, 
who recently eought refuge in this 
country after breaking with the 
Communist International, which he 
had served as a professional rev­ 
olutionist for more than 20 years. 
Valtin. whose sensational auto­ 
biography, Out Of The Night, bas 
been selected by th* Book-of-the- 
Month club for February distribu­ 
tion. claims that the leading actor 
in the trial, Dimitrov, knew all 
along he was safe, and bls defiance 
of the judges was "a carefully and 
cunningly organised play." 
Valtin quotes as his authority 
Communist party documents which 
he had an opportunity to see while 
in Copenhagen late in 1933, before 
being sent into Germany, where 
be wee captured by the N ails and 
put to torture.

He was In San Francisco In 1926. 
when he received orders to asses 
•taste a party enemy. Valtin balked 
st this and chose a term In San 
Quentin for assault rather than 
have blood guilt on bis conscience. 
After serving three years of his 
10-year sentence at San Quentin he 
waa paroled and returned to Ger­ 
many, where he played a prom­ 
inent part in the battles between 
the Communists and the Nails that 
eventually led to the fall of the 
Weimar republic and the triumph 
of Hitlerism- 
In 
his 
autobiography 
Valtin 
Staten that while he was a prisoner 
of th* Nails, he received orders 
from M oicow to contrive to enter 
the service of the Nazi secret po­ 
lice. on the promise to work for 
them as a spy In Communist head­ 
quarters in Denmark. The order 
wee delivered to him through a 
Gestapo officer, who was in reality 
a Communist. 
His growing opposition to the 
Stalin bureaucracy finally led him 
to break with the party, he de­ 
clares. when they refused to help 
him get bi* wife and child out of 
Germany, where they were being 
bald as hostages for his reliability 
as an agent. After his break with 
Moscow, ho had to flee for his life 
from the Soviet secret agents, who 
had been ordered to abduct him to 
Russia.

That’s What The Public Wants, And 


Make No Mistake About It; No Sale 


For Skill And Finesse

Y 
ES, end what the public wants Is grotesque swing 
and not the lovely classical music of the mas­ 
ters. It wants leering lyrics lauding the lascivious 
and the obscene and not the majestic phrases of 
hymns sounding the glory of the Almighty. It wants 
the weird, wild body contortions of the Jungle sav­ 
ages and the goofy gyrations of the Jitterbugs, in­ 
stead of ti# graceful maneuvers of the waltz. 
The pirtflle wants rough stuff, it does not want 
the artistic and th# genteel. The churches are the 
gathering places of the few and the night club* 
th# rendezvous of the many. The galleries in which 
bang the greatest paintings that ever came from 
the hand of mortal man are deserted while the pub. 
lie packs the burlesque theaters to watch young 
ladies undress. 
A movie house displaying a fine, thoughtful study 
of historical characters and Incidents gets no busi­ 
ness, but the customers jam the place next door lo 
view a screen depiction of a gentleman kicking a 
lady abaft her beam, or of lawlessness and indis­ 
criminate killings. The life of Thomas Jefferson 
la not half as Interesting to the public as the doings 
of Billy the Kid. The public wants blood and thunder. 
It wants violence and sudden death. 


•yTIE drawing power of many of our standard spec- 
* 
tacles. such as automobile racing and rodeos is 
largely the possibility that someone may get hurt 
or killed. If you could advertise the certainty of 
fatal accident In connection with any event the 
public would respond generously. 
Th# aerial acts of a circus without a net and the 
consequent hazard to life and limb are much more 
thrilling to the public than when safety appliances 
are employed. 
The abuse of dumb animals In steeplechasing and 
wild w-est exhibitions is encouraged by the public 
that would deplore kicking a dog mainly because the 
abuse also Involves considerable risk to human 
beings. Our sports such as hockey and football and 
baseball draw best, not when they are carried off 
in an orderly manner, but when the players fight. 
among themselves with sticks and fists, when riot 
rather than the rules govern the game. 
We once created some consternation among de­ 
votees of the manly art of scrambling ears, other­ 
wise prizefighting, by advocating the drowning of 
all young boxer* who developed a tendency toward 
self preservation In the ring, such as blocking and 
slipping punches and clinching In moments of stress. 
We held that this should also apply to light punch- 
era. It was our contention that fellows of this type 
were Just what the public did not w ant In the ring, 
despite the fact that scientific boxing Is supposed 
to represent all the things we have mentioned. 


n l TT years of observation of the public convinced 
us that It did not want science or grace In spec­ 
tacles of this nature any more than it wanted science 
or grace In anything else. We find no reason now to 
change our conclusions. What the public wants in 
connection with priie fighting is what it want# in all 
other things, and that is rough stuff. 
It wants to see two young fellows stand toe to toe 
and exchange blows until one or the other succumbs 
and falls unconscious. A young man who protect* 
himself in prli# fighting by blocking and bolding 
and retreating ie promptly booed by the public 
though he may be demonstrating the science of th# 
game. Moreover, the public will not pay to see him, 
which Is fatal to his career. The public pave to zee 
powerful sluggers, though they may be utterly lack- 
lug in sctenoe. A young man may perfect himself 
In the science of the manly art until It Is almost im- 
possible for his opponent to strike him. yet he ie 
not lauded by the publlp for his perfection as aa 
artlet but criticised for his lack of slugging power. 
It Is definitely against the law of New York state 
for one young man to knock another young man un­ 
conscious in the ring. That Is deemed prizefighting 
and not boxing. Yet if a young man took this phase 
of the law into consideration and endeavored to 
gain the victory only by his skill in scoring boxing 
points and purposely refrained from flattening his 
opponent, he would be bitterly criticised by the box­ 
ing experts as a faker and most likely his money 
would be held up by the boxing authorities who 
operate under the law- aforesaid. 
And the public would be very sore over being de­ 
prived of its rough stuff.

p. rn., whichever It happened to ba . That makes a 
opening for someone else to retort that on his froi 
porch it was two degrees colder on the average. 
is never the same tem perature by any two thermom 
ters. 
Oddly enough, while thermometers always are b 
lng consulted, no conclusions are reached from ti 
information they convey, except in the case < 
thermometers stuck under the tongue to register ti 
tem perature of the body. If these register too mu; 
or too little, everyone looks grave and agrees thi 
ao-ond-so Is sick and should remain in bed. 
Thermometers go up and down without results, e 
cept that late in the fall when they show the temp* 
alure has dropped below freezing no one can prefer 
to be surprised because the radiator of his automobl 
begins to steam. 
As any filling station attendai 
will explain. It la time then to prepare for winter. 
If the tem perature drops below zero or soars ovi 
90, It furnisher what is known In newspaper off lei 
as a weather story, which means that everything ell 
Is made to hinge for that day on the fact there is 
"heat wave” or because the "region Is clutched I 
the icy grip of King W inter "
